Wreck mistaken as just a drill

TWIN FALLS - Magic Valley 
Memorial Hospital called a number of 
doctors and hospital employees out 
for disaster duty Sunday but many of 
them thought It was Just a test of 
disaster preparedriess. _ 

But the mock disaster wasn't a drill. 

A head-on collision of two pickup 
trucks Sunday on the Rock Creek 
Canyon road north of Magic Mountain 
Ski Resort sent eight persons to the 
hospital and activated a disaster 
response team at MVMII. 

About 10 extra hospital employees 



were called in to assist In treatment of 
the injured. 

Many or the doctors and hospital 
personnel apparently didn't realize 
the disaster was real, not Imagined. 

Several men who normally respond 
willingly for either a mock disaster or 
the real thing reportedly were re- ■ 
sentful ofbelng called away from the 
Super Bowl. 

"Why couldn't people who plan 
these things, pick any other day but 
Super Bowl day—and right In the 
middle of the game too?" asked one 
medical staff member a niie" hospital 
Sunday. 



It took only a few seconds befbre 
everyone was aware It was no 
practice drill. Hospital administrator 
James Roscnba"um said the disaster 
team functioned smoothly. None of 
~the victims was critically injured, 
however. 

■ Roscnbaum said he had no difficu- 
lty getting ahold of disaster team 

.members. They were all at'home- 
watchingthegame. 
Any accident or other emergency 

.with 8 to 12 Injured persons con- 
stitutes a minor disaster, a major 
disaster being when Hie Injured are 

.serlouslyhurL 



_ A minor disaster designation 
requires 8 to 10 additional hospital 
workers and medical staff members 
be on duty to handle the extra load at 
the emergency room. 

Ambulances carrying the injured 
arrived at MVMH just before shift 
change Sunday, Rosenbaum said, and 
It was easy to hold over some workers 
to supplement thosaarriving for duty. 

Magic Valley Ambulance Service 
personnel sent the first ambulance to 
the accldentscenc at 1 p.m. and called 
for a second when It was found all 
eight persons In the two vehicles had 
suffered injuries.

;The real-life disaster with a happy ending 
demonstrated the importance of being pre- 
pared for emergencies, .even on Super Bowl 



Valley. 

But disasters can, and eventually will, 
develop. 

When they do, the lives of many people will 
. depend on how; quickly and how seriously 
doctors and medical personnel respond. 

Sunday's head-On crash suggests a potenti- 
ally serious' flaw in the disaster preparedness 
at Magic Valley Memorial Hospital. 
The wreck unveiled a disturbing suggestion 
that jokes and grumbling might supercede 
professional decisionmaking. 

Next time, the hospital employees should cut 
the jokes and the laughter on the disaster 
drills. 

Whether the disaster is real or imagined, a 
hospital employee's jsense of professionalism 
must become the dominant moodof the hour.
